Alta, steadfast on 
building schools 


Infrastructure. Fiscal 
troubles won’t stop 
construction of planned 
232 schools: Minister

Despite failing resource prices 
and an impending $7-billion 
budget hole, new school con¬ 
struction will continue, says 
Alberta’s infrastructure boss. 

Minister Manmeet Bhullar 
gave an update Monday to the 
232 school projects announced 
in Alberta since 2011. Four 
years later, the province has 
completed 30 schools of the 35 
schools announced in Phase 1. 

While only one school has 
opened from the project’s 
second phase — announced by 
former premier Alison Redford 
starting in 2013 — Bhullar said 
the government is focused on 
speeding up the process. 

“When you’re building 
as many schools as we are in 
Alberta, you’ll understand 
these figures are constantly 
changing,” he said. 

To date, 38 schools are 


under construction and an 
additional 54 are in design 
stages. 

The last phase of schools, 
announced by Premier Jim 
Prentice in October, include 55 
new schools and 20 modern¬ 
izations. Bhullar said 60 will 
be ready in 2017 and five high 
schools will be ready in 2018. 

The 12 schools that were 
originally announced as starter 
schools, but will be actual full 
builds, are expected to be com¬ 
plete late 2016, or early 2017. 

“Alberta is growing veiy 
quickly. We have a large num¬ 
ber of children entering our 
school systems and we want 
to make it better for our chil¬ 
dren,” Bhullar said. “That’s 
why we’re pressing ahead with 
these school projects.” 

The NDP’s David Eggen 
said despite this assurance, the 
government has failed to fol¬ 
low through on their school 
promise. 

“They’ve spent an inordin¬ 
ate amount of rhetoric and 
politics over the last three 
years to announce schools, yet 
they only fail to build less than 
half of those schools and then 
the minister comes and has us 
believe another 75 over 2016,” 
he said.

App usage at 
11.5 per cent of 
ETS daily riders 

About 11.5 per cent of the 
city’s daily transit users 
have downloaded the Ed¬ 
monton Transit app since 
it launched three months 
ago, something critics say 
is on par with what they 
expect. 

“It’s about where I 
expect it to be. It’s a newer 
app and it’s not like there’s 
not other transit apps com¬ 
peting with it,” said Bren¬ 
dan Van Alstine, co-founder 
of the Transit Riders’ Union 
of Edmonton. 

In addition to the 
400,000 daily riders on the 
city’s transit system, there 
were 22,986 downloads of 
the ETS Live to Go app as 
of Mar. 5 —13,000 of those 
downloads belonging to 
Apple users. 

There have been both 
positives and negatives 
critiques of the app since 
it first launched, but 
city officials say future 
upgrades are coming. The 
city had planned to make 
the real-time information 
available to Google but one 
smartphone app company, 
Transit App, was able to 
scrape the data from the 
city’s information to now 
include it on their app as 
well. 

Coun. Andrew Knack 
said the percentage of 
users is at a good spot as 
the app evolves. 

“Hopefully as we (start) 
to make improvements, 
that will begin to drive 
more people to use. Part 
of it is the initial reviews 
haven’t been stellar so 
maybe people are holding 
off and keep using Google 
Maps, so as that evolves we 
might see more and more 
people take it on.”

Students slam new 
Aeroplan program 


Post-secondary 
education. Debt 
repayment plan 
absurd, says 1 ) of A 
student president 
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Comparing the province’s post- 
secondaiy minister to Marie 
Antoinette, Alberta students 
slammed a new program that 
allows school debt to be paid 
off with Aeroplan points. 


“They might as well have 
been saying ‘let them eat 
cake,”’ said University of Al¬ 
berta alum Aditya Rao. “Telling 
heavily indebted students that 
their plan for accessible (post- 
secondaiy education) is ‘go buy 
a plane ticket is bizarre.” 

Metro first reported the 
province’s new program offer¬ 
ing HigherEdPoints to enable 
Alberta students to pay back 
$250 in student debt with 
35,000 Aeroplan miles. 

While Rao faces upwards of 
$100,000 in student loans once 
he finishes his second degree at 
the University of Ottawa, he has 
no plans to tackle his debt with

“Sure, I have debt and I col¬ 
lect points. But like me, most 
students don’t live the ‘fiesta 
cubana’ lifestyle that Minister 
Scott seems to believe we do,” 
he said. 


University of Alberta stu¬ 
dent union president Navneet 
Khinda called the new plan 
absurd. 

“I don’t know whether to 
laugh or ciy,” she said. “It just 
shows to me how out of touch 
the government is to students.” 

Khinda said the new pro¬ 
gram would really only help a 
handful of students who could 
either afford to rack up so many 
points or those whose parents 
had access to travel rewards. 

“Either that’s intentional 
or it’s just a blatant disregard 
for financial aid policies they 
should be putting out,” she 
said.

Councillors want 'City of 
Champions’ sign retired 



Branding. City staff 
suggests holding off 
sign change until new 
identity is completed 


Edmonton’s entrance signs are 
likely several years from being 
replaced, but in the meantime 
Coun. Michael Oshry believes 
it’s time to retire the City of 
Champions moniker. 

Councillors debated a re¬ 
port Oshry asked for on the 
process and cost of designing 
new highway entrance signs 
on Monday. City staff encour¬ 
aged council to consider hold¬ 
ing off any change to the sign 
until branding work is com¬ 
pleted. 

Oshry said the branding 
work is important, but he 
doesn’t want to wait and wants 
“City of Champions” removed 
from the existing signs. 

“I think that slogan actually 


holds us back and makes us 
think about the perceived 
good old days,” he said. 

Oshry said he will bring a 
motion to an upcoming coun¬ 
cil meeting asking to at least 
have “City of Champions” re¬ 
moved from the current signs 
and to look at creating new 
ones. 

He noted that the only place 
the city uses the slogan is on 
the entrance signs and doesn’t 
think it has to incorporate the 
entire branding discussion. 

“For me it’s about the signs 
specifically right now and I 
think we don’t have to wait 
for all that branding work,” he 
said. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen said he’s 
not sure why the city is spend¬ 
ing any time on the signs. 

“I think the signs are fine. 
I haven’t heard anyone driving 
into the city saying this is a ter¬ 
rible sign,” he said. 

Lolcen said visitors feel wel¬ 
comed to the city, by the street 
life, the festivals, the people, 
not a road sign. 

Trish Webb, head of the 
city’s communications depart¬ 


ment, said the city’s overall 
brand needs some major work. 

“Our branding doesn’t 
represent who we are now. It 
represents who we were in the 


1970s and 1980s,” she said. 

She said there’s also need 
for some unity in how the city 
presents itself, which she is 
working on. 


“When we have 74 sub¬ 
brands it actually might not be 
working in our favour and we 
might want to be co-ordinated 
around that,” she said. 


Organizers are insistent that 
Crashed Ice won’t become 
slushed ice this weekend as 
temperatures are set to soar 
just in time for race day. 

Forecasts call for a balmy 
12 C on Friday the first night 
of races and a very warm 15 
C on Saturday. The track has 
tube running underneath 
that keeps the ice cool, but 
according to the event’s 
website it has its limits. 

“The tubular system that 
has a total of up to 1401cm of 
ice carpet cooling tubing and 
is designed to maintain the 
ice in temperatures up to 12 
C,” reads the website. 

Despite that notice, An¬ 
drew Marlcey with Hangman 
productions, who are staging 
the event, said they are 
confident there will be no 
problem with the race. 

He said when it gets 
warm they can take extra 
steps to keep the ice in good 
shape. 

“We also cover certain 
parts of the ice that are 
south facing and receive 
high sun exposure, to make 
sure we’re good to go for the

Two former candidates for 
Progressive Conservative 
nominations are charging 
they were pushed out of 
their respective races and 
still don’t know why. 

Don Martin, who was 
running against incum¬ 
bent MLA Janice Sarich in 
Edmonton-Decore, said he 
was disqualified just a day 
before the vote. 


He said PC party direc¬ 
tor Kelly Charlebois said he 
could voluntarily withdraw 
or be disqualified, based on 
an affidavit alleging miscon¬ 
duct. 

“I regarded Mr. Charle¬ 
bois’ actions akin to a Star 
Chamber proceeding, and 
morally equivalent to black¬ 
mail, I declined to with¬ 
draw,” he said in a state¬ 


ment released on Faceboolc. 

Charlebois said the party 
had a clear reason for the 
disqualification. 

“I made it very clear to 
him what the issue was and 
it was a gross violation of 
the party’s rules. He admit¬ 
ted it and that was that,” 
he said. Martin insisted he 
committed no violation and 
still has no idea who’s mak¬ 


ing claims against him. 

Balraj Manhas, president 
of the United Cabbies Asso¬ 
ciation, said he’s still wait¬ 
ing for answers weeks after 
allegedly being forced to 
leave the Edmonton-Ellers- 
lie race. 

Manhas challenged in¬ 
cumbent Naresh Bhardwaj, 
but said he was called two 
days prior to the Feb. 21 bal¬ 


lot from nomination com¬ 
mittee representatives who 
alleged problems with his 
candidacy. 

“They asked me to pull 
out or they said they would 
put in the public that I was 
disqualified or something 
like that,” he said. “I only 
had a few minutes to de¬ 
cide. 

Manhas reluctantly 


pulled out. He said he had 
sent an email for more in¬ 
formation about why he 
was disqualified but hasn’t 
received a response. 

Charlebois said the party 
was still looking at the case. 

“The whole matter is still 
considered under review by 
the party,” he said.

School zones. More 
than 17,000 speeders 
clocked since new law 
came into effect

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The same day students ral¬ 
lied against drivers speeding 
through schools zones in west 
Edmonton, a Millwoods kin¬ 
dergarten student was struck 
by a bus at a marked cross¬ 
walk. 

The Holy Family student, 
who was bumped in the back 


by a school bus while cross¬ 
ing the street, suffered a few 
minor bumps and bruises and 
was treated on scene by para¬ 
medics, said ECS spokesperson 
Lori Nagy. 

Despite the minor incident, 
west Edmonton parent Lynda 
Sherman said it’s only a mat¬ 
ter of time before another stu¬ 
dent is injured due to school 
zone speeders. For Sherman, 
it’s veiy common to see driv¬ 
ers race through school zones 
especially near Sister Annata 
Brockman School. 

“We find that the parents 
seem to not be focused on the 
pedestrian and maybe in too 
much of a rush and on a cell¬ 
phone,” she said. 


Hemingway Road — the 
street in front of both Sister 
Annata Brockman and Bessie 
Nichols School — is notorious 
for speeding cars, Sherman 
said. 

According to city stats, 
more than 17,000 photo radar 
tickets have been clocked in 
schools zones throughout Ed¬ 
monton since the new school 
zone speed limit was intro¬ 
duced six months ago. Some 
cars have even been clocked at 
driving 57 km/h over the limit. 

For most Edmonton school 
zones 14 per cent of drivers 
speed, while at near Bessie 
Nichols and Sister Annata, the 
number of speeders is closer to 
21 per cent, city data shows. 


“The violations are flagrant 
and the frustration of the driv¬ 
ers is significant and I’m very 
concerned that’s going to re¬ 
sult in a tragedy,” Sherman 
said. Sherman’s son Charlie 
said sometimes he feels like 
his safety is in danger when 
heading to school. 

“It’s veiy icy so if you try 
to stop, you can slide and you 
might hit someone,” he said. 

As students waved signs 
and shouted, “Slow down, save 
lives,” Edmonton Police Sgt. 
David Green said it’s too bad 
the children even had to rally 
in the first place. 

“They just want people to 
slow down for them and that’s 
pretty reasonable,” he said.

U.S.-led team 
to join probe of 
soldier’s death 


Iraq. Defence minister 
says three investigations 
of the incident being 
conducted 


The U.S.-led coalition in Iraq is 
planning to join a pair of Can¬ 
adian investigations already 
underway into last week’s 
deadly friendly fire episode in 
northern Iraq. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, the coun- 
tiy’s chief of defence staff, said 
Monday the international head¬ 
quarters overseeing the war 
against the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) is “inter¬ 
ested in exactly what happened 
and therefore will be leading 


their own investigation.” 

The involvement of Amer¬ 
ican commanders takes the 
concern about the deadly mis¬ 
take — which claimed the 
life of 31-year-old Sgt. Andrew 
Doiron — to a different level. 

Defence Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney implored opposition parties 
to let due process unfold. 

“There are three investiga¬ 
tions that we hope to see the re 
suits ofveiy soon,” Kenney said. 

There is a militaiy police 
case and a technical investi¬ 
gation, known as a board of 
inquiry — both of which are 
standard procedure whenever a 
soldier dies in the line of duty. 
In addition, the special forces 
are conducting their own inter¬ 
nal review, the Canadian press

Group raises red flag 
on anti-terror bill 

A prominent human-rights 
group says the Conservative 
government’s anti-terrorism 
bill could be used to target 
environmental activists and 
aboriginal protesters. 

Amnesty International 
Canada added its voice to 
those who say the bill would 
go beyond genuine security 
threats to ensnare those who 


mount demonstrations that 
fall outside the strict letter of 
the law. 

The Conservatives brought 
in the bill — which would 
broaden the Canadian Secur¬ 
ity Intelligence Service’s 
mandate — after the slaying 
of two Canadian soldiers last 
October. The new powers do 
not apply to “lawful” advo¬ 
cacy, but Amnesty fears they 
could be used against activists 
who protest without a permit 
or despite a court order.

BlocQuebecois 
website hacked 

Islamic cyber-pirates said 
Monday they attacked the 
website of the Bloc Quebe- 
cois because of the party’s 
position against the wearing 
of a veil during citizenship 
ceremonies.

Cyber Force” were sprawled 
in red letters in English 
across the top of a black page 


and there was also a link on 
the website to the group’s 
Faceboolc page. Several other 
sites that were hosted by the 
same server as the Bloc’s were 
also targeted, including the 
website for a campsite. 

But the group said it was 
targeting the separatist party. 
In an email exchange with 
The Canadian Press, a spokes¬ 
man wrote the cyberattack 
was carried out “simply 
because they lacked respect 
towards women who wear

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Nine abducted by 
ISIL in oilfield attack 


Libya. Seizure of 
foreign workers last 
week also saw militants 
behead eight guards 


Militants from Libya’s Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant affiliate beheaded 
eight Libyan guards in an 
attack on a central oilfield 
last week in which the ex¬ 
tremists abducted nine for¬ 
eigners, a Libyan spokesman 
said Monday. 

In the Philippines, au¬ 
thorities said Monday that 
four of their nationals were 
among the nine abducted 
from the oilfield. An Aus¬ 
trian, a Czech, a Bangladeshi 
and a Ghana national were 
also taken while one hostage 
remains unidentified. 

Friday’s attack on the al- 
Ghani oilfield near the town 
of Zalla, some 750 kilometres 
southeast of the capital, 
Tripoli, was part of a series 
of deadly assaults on Libya’s 


lucrative oil infrastructure 
by the Islamic State group. 

The attacks in recent 
weeks have forced Libya to 
declare 11 fields non-oper- 
ational, including al-Ghani, 
and invoke a force majeure 
clause that exempts the 
state from contractual obli¬ 
gations. 

Libya’s military spokes¬ 
man, Ahmed al-Mesmari, 
warned that ISIL militants’ 
long-term goal is to take over 
Libya’s petroleum industry.

During the attack on al- 
Ghani, an employee watched 
the beheadings of the eight 
oil guards and subsequently 
died of a heart attack, al- 
Mesmari also said. He did not 
elaborate on how the army 
knew about the beheadings 


but the force serving as oil 
guards is closely allied to 
the Libyan military, which 
answers to the eastern-based 
government, one of Libya’s 
two rival governments. 

In the Philippines, De¬ 
partment of Foreign Affairs 
spokesman Charles Jose said 
Manila was working with 
the employer of the nine, 
Austrian-owned VAOS Oil 
Service, the Libyan govern¬ 
ment and embassies of the 
other foreigners abducted. 


The incident brings the 
total number of Filipinos 
missing in Libya to seven. 
Three others were snatched 
in another oilfield Feb. 3 and 
their whereabouts also re¬ 
main unknown.

Soldiers from Chad and 
Niger launched the largest 
international push to defeat 
Nigeria’s Islamic extrem¬ 
ists, whose war has spilled 
over into neighbouring 
countries, officials and wit¬ 
nesses said Monday. Chad’s 
president has warned that 
the leader of Boko Haram 
must surrender or be killed. 

At least 200 vehicles full 
of soldiers were spotted 
by residents crossing from 
Niger into Nigeria. Loud 
detonations were soon 
heard, signalling heavy 
combat with Boko Haram, 
said Adam Boulcama, a 
resident of the border town 
of Bosso, Niger. 

The push marks a sharp 
escalation by African na¬ 
tions against Boko Haram 
nearly six years after the 
group began its insur¬ 
rection, and comes just 
weeks before Nigeria holds 
elections many fear will be 
marred by violence, includ¬ 
ing from Boko Haram.

CREATING THE CITY WE DESIRE

Observing desire lines, I think it’s pretty much 
acknowledged, makes for better urban design. 
They’re the paths that we intuitively trace when 
we traverse our cities—the route across the 
park instead of along its edges, the shortcut 
through two buildings to the bus stop. 

Watching where and howpeople are already 
moving, then building the infrastructure 
around those routes, creates safer and more ef¬ 
fective routes for cyclists and pedestrians. 

But more than that, listening to what people 
want out of their urban spaces instead of decid¬ 
ing for them creates an engaged, creative city 
that people revel in being a part of. 

The City of Edmonton has just started a pro¬ 
ject called CITYLab Fridays, where anyone can 
submit ideas about howbetter to use public 
space. The projects, which will be temporary, 
should aim “to connect people and build rela¬ 
tionships in creative ways.” 

The projects should also, according to the 
city website, be “crazy” It’s a fascinating initia¬ 
tive where the average person could use art to 
help construct our public spaces, instead of just 
walking through paths that someone else de¬ 
signed for us. 

We’re so used to thinking of our cities as con¬ 
tainers. The streets contain us as we walk, our 
buildings contain us when we arrive. We have a 
one-way relationship with our city. Sometimes 
there are pretty things around us, sometimes 
ugly We don’t affect the city as much as the city 
affects us. 

But what about art? What about crazy uses of 
public space? 

A French philosopher, Gaston Bachelard, is

commonly cited as the man who coined the 
term ‘desire lines’. Recently, however, I read 
1958’s The Poetics of Space, where it is claimed 
he first used the term. I was surprised to find 
that he never, ever mentions them. (It’s an¬ 
other example of enough people saying some¬ 
thing enough times on the Internet until it be¬ 
comes true!) 


Instead of a few sentences about desire 
lines, however, I found something wonderful: 
A thoughtful celebration of our relationship to 
the spaces around us, both urban and domes¬ 
tic. And, much to my delight, he shows how art 
elucidates our relationship to the spaces we 
live. 

“Each one of us should speak of his roads,

his cross roads, his roadside benches,” he 
writes. “Thus we cover the world with draw¬ 
ings we have lived.” These drawings, these 
stories, says Bachelard, are as internal as they 
are external. They construct our space, ‘the 
world’, as much as the world contains us. 

It’s an interesting idea, no? It reminds me 
of, years ago, speaking to a prolific graffiti art¬ 
ist. He pointed out, simply, that people draw on 
their cities when they feel they have no other 
agency over their urban environment. Who 
else would put so much effort into work that is 
lucky to survive a few weeks on the street? 

Or I think of the person who once pasted 
lines from Michael Ondaatje’s Elimination 
Game onto the lampposts leading up 112 street 
on the way to campus. I marvelled at the wit of 
this little vandalistic art project—who hasn’t 
wanted an absurd reason to turn around and 
head back home, mid-commute, at one time or 
another? Time to head home. 

Of course, graffiti is illegal. But CITYLab 
Fridays are not. I’m genuinely curious to see 
what Edmontonians dream up for our public 
spaces. It’s not every day that we are we given 
the opportunity to make our cityscape, our im¬ 
agined world, into our art project that truly re¬ 
flects our desires.

Director pleads 
guilty in train 
crash death 

The director of a movie 
about musician Gregg All- 
man pleaded guilty Monday 
in a train crash that killed 
a camera assistant and 
injured six film workers.

But after an outciy by 
shareholders and other art¬ 
ists on the label (including — 
ahem — The Carpenters), the 
Pistols were dropped and all 
copies of God Save the Queen 
were ordered destroyed. 

Most of them were, but an 
undetermined number were 



rescued by A&M employees. 

Copies come up for auc¬ 
tion eveiy once in a while. 
One never-played copy sold 
for about $11,500 last month, 
a bargain compared to the 
one that sold for $25,000 in 
2006. 

However, this is chump 
change if we’re looking for 
something truly rare. In Janu- 
aiy, an acetate (a fragile audio

Anyone who has seen Arcade 
Fire live knows that Will Butler 
doesn’t like to sit still. 

The younger Butler brother 
is a combustible bundle of 
twitchy energy onstage, so it’s 
no surprise that his debut solo 
album, Policy, is a restless fire¬ 
cracker that manages to show¬ 
case — in only eight songs — 
plenty of styles. As he spun the 
new sounds for his Arcade Fire 
bandmates — including front- 
man brother Win — on the 
road during the Reflektor tour, 
it was the album’s wandering 
nature that most stood out. 

“Eveiyone’s response was 
similar,” Butler said. “It was 
like, ‘Oh, I mean, it’s veiy di¬ 
verse, which I like. But will 
people like it? You should think 
about if you want it to be so di¬ 
verse or if you should stylistic¬ 
ally unify it.” 

On his first solitary sojourn, 
Butler strayed from Arcade 
Fire’s notoriously arduous cre¬ 
ative process.

N ot-so -smartphone? 


Wellness. Researchers 
examining whether 
smartphones are 
making users lazier 
and less astute 


Having the world at our 
fingertips diminishes the 
role of our brains in daily 
life, according to researchers 
in Canada. 

“Decades of research has 
revealed that humans are 
eager to avoid expending ef¬ 
fort when problem-solving, 
and it seems likely that 
people will increasingly use 
their smartphones as an ex¬ 
tended mind,” says lead auth¬ 


or Nathaniel Barr, a post-doc¬ 
toral researcher in reasoning 
and decision making at the 
University of Waterloo. 

Highly intelligent people 
approach problem-solving 
in a manner that’s analytical 
rather than intuitive, yet 
smartphones allow them to 
second-guess themselves, say 
the researchers. 

The problem leaves no 
one behind, for intuitive 
thinkers who rely on their 
gut instinct simply turn to 
their devices rather than 
their brainpower. 

In three experiments that 
involved a total of 660 par¬ 
ticipants, the research team 
analyzed users’ smartphone 
habits in relation to their 
cognitive style and verbal 


and quantitative skills. 

The same participants 
performed better on the 
same tests and demonstrated 
greater willingness to think 
analytically when they were 
separated from their smart¬ 
phones, according to the 
study. 

“Our research provides 
support for an association be¬ 
tween heavy smartphone use 
and lowered intelligence,” 
says co-author Gordon 
Pennycoolc, a PhD candidate 
in psychology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Waterloo. 

“Whether smartphones 
actually decrease intelligence 
is still an open question that 
requires future research.” 

The study, published in 
the journal Computers in Hu¬ 


man Behavior, bears grim im¬ 
plications on the cognition of 
an aging population. 

“Our reliance on smart¬ 
phones and other devices 
will likely only continue to 
rise,” says Barr. 

“It’s important to under¬ 
stand how smartphones af¬ 
fect and relate to human 
psychology before these 
technologies are so fully in¬ 
grained that it’s hard to re¬ 
call what life was like with¬ 
out them. We may already be 
at that point.” 

To recall what life was like 
in the pre-smartphone era, 
try leaving the house with¬ 
out it every once in a while 
— it might do more good 
than harm.

Brussels sprouts are little 
baby cabbages with all of the 
same nutrients. 

They are absolutely ador¬ 
able when they grow on a 
tall, sturdy stock and look 
like little buttons. 

They are hearty, cold- 
weather vegetables that can 
handle a frost or two, which 
is why they are usually har¬ 
vested in fall. 

Raw and fresh, they do 
require about the same kind 
of attention as green beans in 
that they need to be trimmed 
of the woody end.
